The  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  very  success¬ 
ful  owing  to  the  help  of  a  large  number  of  citizens  who 
volunteered  for  and  carried  out  a-  most  intensive  canvass  of 
the  city.  While  there  are  people  who  so  cheerfully  give  their 
time  and  energy  for  such  purposes  we  can  look  forward  to  the 
future1  with  confidence. 

Mr.  Marsh  has  given  us  yet  another  valuable  report  which 
should  be  read  and  studied  carefully.  Detailed  comment  from 
me  would  be  superfluous. 

I  am  happy  once  more  to  take  this  opportunity  of  record¬ 
ing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support  throughout 
the  year  and  to  Mr.  Marsh  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation.

is  estimated  at  3,240  of  which  2593,  or  almost  exactly  80/b  had 
at  the  end  of  1959  been  protected  by  vaccination  against  polio¬ 
myelitis.  The  position  in  the  high  age  groups  is  not  so  satis¬ 
factory  but  with  over  28/o  of  the  total  population  protected 
there  seems  little  likelihood  of  an  epidemic.  The  danger  of 
sporadic  cases  among  the  unprotected-  is  however  very  real. 
Attendance  at  the  Saturday  morning  and  Thursday  evening  clinics 
was  so  disappointing  that  I  had  every  intention  of  discontinuing 
them  at  the  end  of  1959-  They  have  however  been  carried  on  into 
I960  for  longer  hours  but  the  response  was  negligible. 


Diphtheria 


There  was  no  case  of  the  disease  during  the  year.  117  (106) 
children  under  5  years,  and  21  (2)  between  the  ages  of  5  years  and 
14  years,  were  given  primary  immunising  doses.  Of  these  128  (lOl) 
received  the  triple  antigen  which  also  affords  protection  against 
whooping  cough  ahd  tetanus. 56  (40)  children  already  immunised 
were  given  booster  doses. 


It  was  estimated  that  on  the  31st  December , 1939  there  were 
650  (681)  children  in  Truro  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years. 
Of  these  413  (441)  or  6 3.5/°  (64.8/0)  had  been  protected  against 
diphtheria  by  immunisation. 

Smallpox 

There  were  no  smallpox  cases  in  Truro  in  1959  61(79)  children 
and  4  (7)  persons  over  13  years  of  age  were  vaccinated,  and  3  (14) 
re-vaccinations  were  done.

There  were  no  deaths. due  to  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  year. 

The  number  of  tubercular  patients  on  the  register  at  the 
31st  December  1959  was  115  (113)  respiratory  and  14  (l4)  non- 
respiratory  making  a  total  of  127  cases.  This  gives  an  incidence 
of  9.5  (9.4)  known  cases  per  1,000  of  population. 

By  the  end  of  1959  the  number  of  children  who  had  been 
vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  had  risen  to  2,327 
(1,786).  Of  these  399  (374)  were  contacts  of  known  cases  of  the 
disease  and  1928  ( 1,412)  were  school  leavers,  the  parents  of  whom 
had  accepted  the  offer  of  this  protective  procedure. 

Mass  Radiography  Survey

A  mass  radiography  unit  was  stationed  in  Truro  from  13th 
April  to  13th  May  inclusive.  During  that  period  a  total  of 
6003  persons,  including  671  school  children,  were  examined. 

Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  unit  the  whole  town  had  been 
intensively  canvassed  by  volunteer  workers  who  did  a  very  good 
job  indeed.  By  their  persuasions  very  many  older  people  who  had

CITY  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR ’S  REPORT  1959 
Mr.  Mayor-,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1959.  It  records  another 
year  of  steady  progress  in  the  improvement  of  environmental 
health  conditions  in  the  City.  Although  each  section  of  work 
shows  a  determination  by  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  to  move  steadily  forward  in  the .provision  of 
better  conditions  and  services  a  great  deal  still  remains  to 
be  done. 

During  the  year  the  long  awaited  Highertown  sewerage 
scheme  was  completed  bringing  a  minimum  of  sixty  one  more 
dwellings  on  to  main  drainage.  The  introduction  of  a  five 
year. plan  to  bring  all  sewers  within  the  main  drainage  system 
and  to  remedy  defects  in  the  existing' system  is  welcomed. 

It  is  hoped  that  priority  will  be  given  to  the  River  Allen 
sewer  and  the  sewer  which  now  serves  part  of  the  town  centre 
and  discharges  into  the  river. 

The  delivery  and  use  of  a  new  large  refuse  collection 
vehicle  has  given  better  working  conditions  for  the  crew  and 
has  reduced  the  time  formerly  token  on  long  hauls  to  the  tip. 
The  delivery  of  a  light  bulldozer/shovel  enabled  a  reduction 
of  labour  at  the  tip  to  be  made  and  the  refuse  tip  to  be 
better .controlled  than  previously. 

Two  new  public  conveniences  at  the  Moorfield  ani  the 
Cattle  Market  were  brought  into  use . ani  the  opportunity  was 
taken  to  demolish  two  insanitary  urinals  at  City  Road  and 
the  Moorfield. 

Work  on  the  City  Council’s  first  five  year  programme  of 
dealing  with  unfit  houses  continued.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
two  hundred  and  twenty  three  houses  had  been  dealt  with 
either  by  Clearance  Area  or  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  introduction  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  in  1955  it  was  possible  to  inspect  most 
of  the  bed  and  breakfast  houses  in  the  City.  Again,  by 
persuasion  and  education,  over  two  hundred  improvements  to 
food  premises  were  obtained. 

I  appreciate  the  continued  interest  and  support  of  the 
Chairman  ani  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  Valued 
co-operation  was  received  from  Dr.  Whitman  and .  other  Chiei 
Officers,  and  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  readily  given 
assistance  of  my  own  staff  in  dealing  with  over  four 
thousand  enquiries  by  the  public  in  addition  to  routine 

work.

HOUSING 


(l)  Clearance  Areas  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses 

At  the  end.  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  Council’s  first 
five  year  programme  of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  a  total  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty  three  houses  had  been  dealt  with. 

The  original  first  five  year  programme  consisted  of  two 
hundred  and  twenty  eight  houses  when  it  was  planned  in  1955. 
Since  then,  each  year,  a  certain  number  of  houses,  mostly 
listed  in  the  provisional  second  five  year  clearance  programme 
have  become  unsafe  or  have  deteriorated  faster  than  was  expect¬ 
ed  or  have  been  brought  forward  because  of  the  urgent  need  to 
rehouse  the  existing  occupiers.  Forty  five  houses  are 
included  in  the  I960  programme.

Most  of  the  Housing  Act  action  during  the  year  was  taken 
under  the  Demolition  and  Closing  Order  sections.  Two 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  relating  to  fifteen  houses  were 
made.  One  Order  was  not  the  subject  of  appeal  and  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister.  A  public  enquiry  concerning  the 
other  Order  was  held  in  November  and  later  the  Minister 
confirmed  the  Order  without  modification.  The  Council  s 
policy  of  acquiring  the  sites  of  unfit  house s. and  them¬ 
selves  demolishing  the  property  has  been  continued  and  'the 
majority  of  these  sites,  being  either  m  redevelopment  areas 
or  potential  areas  for  the  building  of  old  people  s  dwellings 
within  the  City  centre,  will  prove  to  be  invaluable  m  tie 
future. 
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The  approaching  end  to  the  first  five  years  Clearance 
programme. jq ailed  for  a  close  examination  of  the  provisional 
second  five  year’s  programme.  .Between  June  and  the  end  of 
the  year  319  houses  listed  in  this  programme  were  inspected. 

The  nine  points  of  unfitness  listed  in  the  Housing  Act  were 
checked  without  going  into  the  details  of  a  full  inspection. 

It.  was  found  that  the  houses  fell  into  three , categories. 

The,  first  consisted  of  houses, whe re  the  owners  had  seen  the 
red  light  of  condemnation  and  had  since  1956  taken  steps  to 
make  their  houses  fit.  Many  had.  been  completely  modernised, 
in  others  only  minor  defects  remained*  and  could,  with  the 
help  of  Improvement  Grants- be  brought  up  to  a  good  standard. 

The  City  Council  deleted  these  houses  from  the  provisional 
programme  and  drew  the  attention  of  owners  to  the  possibili¬ 
ties  of  grants.  The  second  category  consisted  of  houses 
which  it  was  thought  could  be  saved  if  sufficient  money  were 
spent  in  reconditioning  them.  It'  should. be  noted  that  in 
this  preliminary  examination  no  account  was  taken  of  "reason¬ 
able  cost"  of  the  necessary  reconditioning  work.  Reasonable 
cost  is  an  extremely  variable  factor  dependent  on  many 
different  influences  and  it  was  decided  to  inform  the  owners 
of  these  houses  of  their  inclusion  in  the  provisional 
programme,  to  tell  them  broadly  of  the  existing  defects  and 
try  to  interest  onem  in  saving,  with  the  help  of  improvement 
grants,  their  properties.  In  making  this  decision,  many  things 
were  taken  into  consideration  -  the  aesthetic  value  of 
retaining  complete  blocks  of  houses  as  opposed  to  ugly  gaps 
and  unsightly  demolition  scars  in  the  midst  of  blocks,  the 
community  value  of  retaining  smaller  houses  in  the  City  centre 
suitable  for  old  people  providing  they  are  equipped  with 
modern  facilities,  and  the  fact  that  the  Council  are  unable 
to  build  sufficient  houses  for  those  that  seek  them  and  in 
the  short  term  it  is  cheaper  to  give  improvement  grants  to 
help  to  fill  this  need  for  more  living  accommodation.  Until 
such  time  as  the  houses  in  this  category  are-  made  fit  they 
will  remain  in  the  provisional  programme  and  be  dealt  with  at 
the  appropriate  time.  The  third  category  included  those 
which  because  of  instability,  congestion,  old  age,  insufficient 
space  to  recondition  and  inherent  defects  had  no  future  but 
demolition.  The  figures  below  give  the  result  of  this 
assessment  of  the  provisional  second  five  year  programme.

Whilst  it  is  certain  that  there  is  a  very  urgent  need 
for  a  second  five  year  programme  of  clearance  it  is  equally 
clear  that  between  1961  and  1966  and  probably  longer  than 
that  clearance  'and  reconditioning  must  march  hand  in  hand 
and  the  house  owners  within  the  City  must  be  persuaded  by 
every  means  possible  to  make  use  of  Improvement  Grants. 
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The  Carlyon  Cottage  Almshouses  were  demolished  during 
the  year  and  a  start  made  on  building  eleven  old  peoples  flats 
on  the  same  site.  The  Baynards  Meadow  clearance  area  site 
was  also  cleared  and  a  start  made  on  sixteen  old  people’s  flats. 
The  negotiations  for  the  total  reconditioning  of  the  Williams 
Cottages  Almshouses  in  Pydar  Street  were  almost  completed  and 
I960  will  see  the  conversion  of  these  seventeen  one  room 
dwellings  into  twelve  modernised  dwellings. 

Late  in  the  year  the  Public  Works  Committee  instructed 
the  Department  to  inspect  all  old  Corporate  properties  with 
a  view  to  reporting  on  their  length  of  useful  life. 

(2)  Rehousing  Forty  two  Council  houses  and  forty  eight  houses 
built  by  private  enterprise  were' completed  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  forty  houses  were  under  construction 
together  with  twenty  seven  flats  for  elderly  people.  In 
planning  the  building  programme  for  I960  the  Housing  Committee 
decided  to  build  twenty  two  bedroom  houses  and  twenty  elderly 
persons  flats  or  bungalows  for  the  rehousing  of  unfit  house 
families.  In  addition  it  was  decided  to  build  twenty  eight 
houses  for  general  needs  families.  After  a  complete  shut 
down  of  this  type  of  building  for  two  years  because  of  the 
Government's  policies  on  subsidies  the  Committee  felt  that 
the  need  to  restart,  even  without  subsidies,  was  urgent  as 
the  numbers  of  casual  vacancies  used  to  rehouse  general  needs 
families  was  exceeded  by  far  by  new  applications.  Only 
strict  rules  as  to  residential  and  place  of  work  qualifica¬ 
tions  have  kept  down  the  numbers  of  new  applications  and 
approximately  one  hundred  potential  applicants  are  refused 
each  year  because  of  these  qualifications.  It  was  decided 
to  make  application  for  planning  consent  to  build  twelve 
bungalows  on  Trelander  Estate.  Much  overcrowding  on  this. 
Estate  could  be  eradicated  by  the  provision  of  accommodation 
for  elderly  people  in  under- occupied  houses. 

Forty  two  families  were  rehoused  from  unfit  houses, 
twenty  three  families  were  rehoused  from  the  general  waiting 
lists  and  forty  five  families  already  in  Council  accommoda¬ 
tion  were  transferred  to  better  suited  accommodation.  The 
general  waiting  lists  remained  steady  during  the  year  at 
approximately  three  hundred  and  fifty  applicants. 

The  rehousing  of  elderly  persons  presents  a  very 
difficult  problem..  Prior  to  1953  the  Council  had  no 
accommodation  for  them.  Since  then,  and  including  those  now 
under  construction,,-  seventy  three  bungalows  and  flats  have 
been  provided  ard  the  demand  continues  unabated.  One  sixth 
of  the  applications  for  rehousing  come  from  elderly  people 
and  the  Council  might  well  consider  the  building  of,  for 
a  period  of  two  years,  old  peoples  accommodation  only.  Hot 
only  would  this  free  much  under-occupied  Council  property; 
it  would  put  on  to^  the  market  many  large  private  houses. 

Whether  let  or  sold  these  houses  would  be  better  utilised 
than  now. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


1.  Refuse  Collection  Collections  are  made  from  424 3  dwelling- 
houses  and  from  172  trade  premises.  House  collections  are 
weekly  and  trade  collections  vary  from  daily  to  weekly. 

During  the  year  a  new  18  cu.yd.  fore  and  aft  dual  tip 
collection  vehicle  was  brought  into  use.  Bach  year  refuse 
appears  to  become  lighter  in  character  and  the  bulk  increases. 
Only  collection  vehicles  fitted  with  compression  equipment 
can  cope  with  this  problem  and  give  reasonable  pay  loads. 

The  campaign  to  get  rid  of  all  unsuitable  refuse 
containers  continued.  Hundreds  of  leaflets  have  been  issued 
in  an  effort  to  persuade  householders  to  use  properly  covered 
refuse  containers,  and  it  is  hoped,  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  report  next  year  that  this  problem  has  been  overcome. 

Another  objectionable  practice  is  the  dumping  of  household 
wastes  on  open  spaces. .  It  is  always  difficult  to  trace  the 
culprit  and  so  widespread  is  the  practice  in  some  areas  that 
days  are  spent  in  collecting  this  abandoned  refuse  which  not 
only  makes  for  unsightliness  but  provides  harbourage  for  vermin. 
No  restriction  is  placed  on  the  number  of  dustbins  which  are 
emptied  at  any  domestic  premises;  small  amounts  of  extra 
refuse  are  removed  free  provided  the  Department  is  notified 
prior  to  putting  it  out  for  collection  and  larger  amounts 
are  removed  at  a  reasonable  charge. 

The  winter  season  always  brings  the  danger  of  hot  ashes 
in  dustbins,  with  the  consequent  fires  in  refuse  vehicles  and 
the  tip.  I  would  appeal  to  householders  for  their  help  in 
avoiding  these  dangers. 

2.  Refuse  Disposal  With  the  development  of  Boscawen  Park 
the  reserve  tip  situate  there  was  closed.  There  is  now  no 
reserve  tipping  area  to  the  main  tip  at  Newham  and  because 
of.  the  low  lying  road  to  Newham  access  to  the  main  tip  is 
often  barred  by  the  tides  of  the  River  Truro.  A  section 

of  this  road  about  one  hundred  yards  in  the  length  is  under 
water  at  most  high  tides,  it  is  hoped  to  raise  this  road 
two  feet  in  places  with  the  hard  material  from  the  demolition 
of  unfit  houses  which  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council. 

Early  in  the  year  a  new  bulldozer/shovel  was  put  into  use  and 
the  second  tip  attendant  transferred  to  other  duties. .  The 
use  of  this  machine  has  shown  good  results.  The  working 
conditions,  of  the  tip  man  have  improved;  there  is  better 
consolidation  of  refuse  and  insect  and  rodent  infestations 
have  decreased.  The  supply  of  suitable  cover  is  still 
inadequate  and  far  greater  use  could  be  made  of  covering 
material  on  the  site  if  it  could  be  transported  to  the 
tipping  faces.  It  is  hoped,  next  year,  toretire  an  old 
general  use  vehicle  to  the  tip  to  serve  this  purpose. 

Outbreaks  of  fire  are  extremely  troublesome.  None  are 
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caused  by  spontaneous  combustion  of  the  refuse.  Greater 
care  is  needed  by  users  of  the  tip*  Apart  from  the  nuisance 
value  of  the  smoke  and  smells  from  a  fire  to  the"  nearby 
properties  they  are  expensive  to  put  out  and  disrupt  tipping

Street  Cleansing  Each  year  adds  its  quota  of  new  roads 
which  have  to  be  swept  and  the  existing  staff  of  seven 
orderlies  working  on  a  beat  system  have  difficulty  in 
maintaining  a  satisfactory  service.  More  scavenging  bins 
were  provided  during  the  year.  These  bins  are  emptied  weekily 
and. replace  the  sweeper’s  dumps  which  have  made  our  roads  so 
unsightly.  It  is  planned  to  extend  the  provision  of  these 
bins  to  reduce  the  distances  which  the  sweepers  have  to  push 
heavy  carts  and  so  increase  the  sweeping  distance  of  the  men. 

The  Council  negotiated  during  the  year  for  the  supply 
of  a. further  sixty  six  litter  bins  which  will  be  brought  into 
use  in  I960.  A  total  number  of  over  a  hundred  and  twenty 
litter  bins  extending  from  the  City  centre  out  into  the 
surrounding  housing  estates  removes  any  excuse  for  the 
persons  who  drop  litter.

4.  Cesspool  Emptying  The  efficiency  of  the  cessppo3/gully 
emptier  purchased  in  1958  was  shown  by  'the  emptying  of  1229 
cesspools,  an  increase  of  183  over  1958  and  342  over  1957. 

The  machine  was  hired  out  for  452  hours,  'a  record  figure  for 
this  work  and,  in  addition,  was  used  for  71?  hours  on  gully 
emptying.  Each  time  a  new  sewer  is  provided  it  is  hoped  that 
the  number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied  will  be  reduced.  But 
each  year  cesspools  which  have  not  needed  emptying  cease  to 
allow  the. contents  to  drain  away  and  in  unsewered  areas  there 
is  no  alternative  but  to  empty  them  regularly.  The  machine 
has  been  equipped  with  apparatus  to  spray  weedkiller  on 
roads  and  footpaths  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  utilise 
this  properly  because  of  other  commitments. 

5.  Public  Conveniences  There  are  now  eight  ladies,  eight 
mens  conveniences,  one  each  for  boys  and  girls  and  two 
urinals  in  the  City  area.  They  are  cleansed  by  four  full 
time  and  five  part  time  attendants.  The  scheme  of  reduced 
scale  of  winter  staff  has  worked  well.  New  conveniences 
for  men  and  women  were  brought  into  use  at  The  Moorfield  and 
the  new  Cattle  Market.  The  Public  Health  Committee  contribut¬ 
ed  to  the  cost  of  finishings  to  a  better  standard  at  the  new 
Market  convenience  as,  apart  from  Market  days,  this  will  be 
used  as  a  public  convenience.  The  insanitary  urinals  at 

City  Road  and  the  Moorfield  were  demolished  as  it  was  felt 
that  in  the  short  term  the  new  conveniences  at  the  Moorfield 
would  fill  the  needs  of  that  area.  The  pollution  of  the 
river  from  the  conveniences  at  Worth's  Quay  continues  during 
the  summer  months  and  this  problem  should  receive  attention. 
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Vermin  Infestation  Control 


(1)  Rodents  During  the  year  441  visits  were  made  by  the 
rodent  operative  to  197  properties  found  to  be  infested  by 
rats  and  mice.  In  addition  206  inspections  were  made  by  your 
inspectors  at  infested  premises,  56  sewer  manholes  were 
tested  and  small  infestations  found.  The  refuse  tip  at 
Newham  was  treated  frequently. 

Rodent  and  pest  control  continued  at  the  premises  of  the 
Hospital  Board  in  the  City  area  and  fifteen  treatments  were 
given. ' 

(2)  Insect  Pests  Five  flea  infestations  and  four  ant 
infestations  were  treated.  Assistance  was  given  in  the 
destruction  of  58  wasps  nests. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

214  inspections  of  drainage  systems  were  made.  The 
Higher town  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
the  majority  of  properties  in  the  area  were  connected  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Falmouth  Road  sewer 
will  be  relaid  in  I960  and  be  properly  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  system.  The  amount  of  water  gaining  access  to  the 
sewer  laid  in  the  River  Allen  gives  rise  to  anxiety  in  the 
winter  period.  It  w'ould  seem  preferable  to  deal  with  the 
relaying  of  this  sewer  as  early  as  possible  rather  than  create 
a  further  point  of  pollution  of  the  River.  The  Public  Health 
Committee  decided  to  carry  out  a  £30,000  scheme  of  works  over 
a  period  of  5  years  to  improve  the  existing  sewerage  system 
and  remove  the  present  pollution  of  the  River.  Further  river 
pollution  is  caused  by  the  silting  up  of  flat  sections  of 
sewer  thus  bringing  into  operation  during  dry  weather  the 
storm  water  overflows  without  the  corresponding  dilution  of 
surface  waters. 

Factories 

66  inspections  of  the  126  factories  included  in  the 
register  were  made.  37  contraventions  were  found  and  37 
defects  remedied.  Proper  sanitary  conveniences  and  adequate 
means  of  escape  from  fire  were  considered  to  be  the  main 
objectives  at  this  stage  when  it  is  not  possible  to  give 
factories  the  attention  they  need.  It  has  not  been  possible 
to  do  any  work  under  the  Agriculture  (Health  &  Safety)  Act 
1956.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

(1)  Milk  Forty  one  licences  to  sell  designated  milk  in 
the  City  were  issued.  There  are  nineteen  distributors  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk  and  twenty  two  distributors  of 
pasteurised  milk.  Three  dairies  are  registered. 

Seventy  six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year 
with  the  following  results

(2)  Ice  Cream  Sixty  two  registered  premises  retail  ice  cream 
and  although  there  is  one  manufactory  in  the  City  no  ice  cream 
was  made  there.  Fifty  six  samples  were  taken  and  graded  as

(3)  Other  Foods  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  one 
certificates  were  issued  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of 
7,326  lbs.  of  unsound  food.  The  amount  of  food  condemned  is 
almost  twice  that  of  1958  and  the  preparation  of  so  many 
certificates  is  a  burden  on  a  small  office.  Twelve  samples 

of  food  and  drink  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

(4)  Storage.  Preparation  &  Distribution  of  Food.  There  are 
one  hundred  and  ninety  three  food  premises  in  the  City  plus 
a  minimum  of  eighty  bed  and  breakfast  houses.  Three  hundred 
and  eighty  four  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises. 
Persuasion  and  education  brought  two  hundred  and  four 
improvements.  Eighty  one  bed  and  breakfast  houses  were 
inspected.  The  majority  complied  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1955  but  two  proprietors  who  were  unable  to 
reach  the  necessary  standard  went  out  of  business.  The 
premises  of  all  those  who  advertise  food  and  accommodation 
in  the  Official  Handbook  of  the  City  or  through  the  Enquiry 
Bureau  are  now  inspected. 

Seventy  six  premises  are  registered  under  Section  16 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  -  13  for  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  of  potted,  pickled  or  preserved  foods,  62  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  and  one  ice  cream  manufactory.  No  Court 
cases  were  taken  on  contraventions  of  the  Regulations.

(6)  Meat  Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  one  private  slaughter¬ 
house  and  two  slaughtermen  are  licensed.  The  number  of  animals 
killed  and  inspected  is  slightly  above  the  number  for  1958. 
Seventy  four  per  cent  of  the  carcases  sold  in  the  City’s  shops 
come  from  slaughterhouses  in  neighbouring  authorities.  Three 
hundred  and  thirty  eight  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse. 
2549  lbs.  of  diseased  meat  were  condemned,  581  lbs.  of  this 
amount  being  affected  by  tuberculosis.  The  effect  of  the 
Eradication  Order  is  now  being  seen.  The  amount  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  found  in  cattle  throughout  the  year  dropped  to  half 
that  of  1958  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  unusual  to 
find  any  part  of  a  steer  or  cow.’s  carcase  affected.  In  those 
cases  where  it  is  found  close  co-operation  with  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture’s  Veterinary  Officers  enables  checks  to  be 
made  at  the  farm  where  the  beast  came  from.

(7)  Investigation  into  the  Cleanliness  of  O.vsters  During 
the  year  one  hundred  oysters  in  'twenty  samples  of  five  were 
examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Seven  samples 
were  unsatisfactory. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The .bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by 
the  Truro  Water  Company  was  satisfactory.  Forty  seven 
samples  of  Public  supplies  were  taken  by  your  Inspectors 
and  thirty  five  by  the  Company.  All  were  satisfactory. 
Thirteen  samples  of  Private  supplies  were  taken,  seven  of 
these  being  unsatisfactory.  The  group  of  houses  at 
Coosebean  relies  only  on  a- polluted  private  supply  which 
has  to  be  boiled.  A  satisfactory  public  service  is  needed 
urgently  in  this  area.  Many  cottages  in  the  Penwethers 
area  have  to  depend  on  rainwater  for  drinking  purposes  or 
draw  from  unsatisfactory  streams. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 


(1)  Mass  Radiography  Assistance  was  given  to  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  over  a  five  week  period  in  a  large  scale 
campaign  which  attracted  over  6,000  persons  to  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit. 

(2)  Camp  Sites  Conditions  at  Kenwyn  Caravan  Site,  where 
there  are  approximately  70  caravans  in  residential  use,  were 
improved  enormously  during  the  year  by  the  provision  of  a 
drainage  system  which  brings  waste  water  gullies  within 
reasonable  distance  of  all  caravans.  Many  of  the  sinks  are 
now  connected  to  the  gullies  and  the  excuse  of  distance 
involved  in  the  emptying  of  a  waste  water  bucket  cannot  now 
be  given.  The  site  will  fall  below  the  proposed  new  standard 
which  it  is  hoped  will  be  adopted  throughout  the  County  but 
there  is  no  reason  why  this  standard  cannot  be  attained  in 
the  forseeable  future.
